try or skill, produce an article of com- 
merce of such quality or price that 
only a few or even no one can com- 
pete with them at a profit, that is not 
4 monopoly. A monopoly can bé treat- 
ed and maintained only by favoritism | 
of government or of law. 


Favoritism in Freight Rates. 


“The only monopolies we have .n 
this country seem to be those which 
‘have been built up and are maintained 
by unlawful favoritism in wholesale 
freight rates, by neglect.or toleration ' 
‘of government. Such favoritism in 
freight rates is the great crime of our 
day and generation. And that is what 
has been going on in this country for 
more than a generation, with the re- 
sult that. many or most of the great 
articles of commerce are in hands of 
monopolies. 

“Some think that because we have 
mh recent years passed laws making 
such favoritism a penal offense that 
bave done away with it. But not 
No 4oubt in time such favoritism 
will be brought to an end. We capnot 
remain fit for free government if we 
‘do not bring it to an end. 

“But while present high prices are 
| higher than they would be except for 

vYonopoltes, there is. another great | 

cause for them, namely, the produc- 
| tlon of gold. 

“Let us do all we can to do away

The postoffice department is in @ 
sense a rival of the express companies. 
Packages of mailable matter up to four 
pounds in weight are carried in the 
mails. The rates vary from 16 cents 


a pound for merchandise, 323 cents a 
pound for sealed matter, one-half of a 
cent an ounce for printed books and 
circulars, and one-fourth of a cent an 
ounce for pewspapers end magazines 
when not sent at the pound rate. 

The careful citizen who appreciates 
the value of a few pennies, puts a 
small package going a long distance, in 
the mail. For-carrying this the gov- 
ernment gets less than the cost of 
the service. Large packages going @ 
short distance, which would yield the 
government a nice revenue, he places 
in the express office. On these the 
government gets nothing. Thus Uncle 
Sam loses at both ends of the trans- 
action.

“When one enters upon a study of 
this question, strive against it as you 
may, it is next to impossible to re- 
sist the impression that there exists an 
effectual conspiracy to deliver the peo- 
ple into the hands of the express com- 
panies.”’ 

Parcels Post Held Up. 

Tt further recites its inability to Bet 
a hearing on the parcels post Dill, “in 
spite of the evident fact that a parcels 
post would cure the postal deficit.” 

In its argument that the government 
has a monopoly in the carriage of mail 
matter, it says this was assured by 
laws passed in 1792, 1799, 1810, 1827, 
1872 and 1909, and although this mo- 
nopoly was made subject to exceptions 
from time to time applying to news- 
papers, magazine and pamphlets, this 
exception was repeaied in 1875 and the 
full monopoly again established. They 
quote section 181 of the law of 1909 
which reads: 

“Whoever shall establish any private 
express for the conveyance of letters 
or packets, or in any manner cause or 
provide for the conveyance of the same 
between points where mail is now car- 
ried, except delivery to the nearest 
postoffice or postal car.” 

But for an erroneous, narrow, and 
technical ruling as to the meaning of 
the word “packet” in the postal law, 
the advocates of the parcels post, say 
there would now be no question as to 
the government’s monopoly in the care 
riage of. all mailable matter, The 
definition of “packets” as “a packet of 
teatters,”’ has annulled, they say, the 
postal laws enacted for the protection 
| of the people, and enabled the express 
companies to make 300 per cent divi- 
dends. 

In opposition to interpretation 
they quote Attorney General John A. 
Nelson in an opinion rendered to the 
president on November 13, 1843, that 
the term “packets’’ includes mailable 
matter other than sealed ietters. Post- 
master General C. A. Wickersham is 
feo to have shown in a communica- 
tion addressed to congrers on Jan- 
uary 27, 1845, that packets and let- 
ters are not synonomous terms. At- 
torney General J. S Black is guoted 
as having held (June 8, 18653), “The 
business of carrying letters and other 
mail matter belongs exclusively to 
ithe government.” Attorney Genera) 
Wayne MacVeagh in 1881 overturning 
these rullngs, reversing all precedents. 

If these opinicns are correct, the 
brief asserts that railroads in sending 
sealed letters by their own railway 
men, and all express companies car- 
rying malilable matter over post routes 
established ty iaw, are acting in open 
violation of the law.

THE END OF CANNONISM. 


At the climax of one of the most dramatic chapters in American 
history, Cannon and. Cannonism have met annihilation. 

The all-powerful oligarchy, that for seven and a half years 
usurped the execttive and legislative functions of the national house 
of representatives, has gone down to defeat and dissolution by the 
unexpectedly decisive vote of 182 to 160.

Such is the substance of the victory wrung by the people from 
privilege at the apex of a long, tedious and often dubious battle. 

With no further excuse or pretext to palter or halt with the 
progressive “insurgent” element firmly fixed in the saddle, we shall 
tlow see what disposition the republican party makes of its oppor- 
tunities, and of its duty to the people. 

This signal triumph is a triumph of the American people, be- 
cause—unless their constituents had given the so-called “insurgents” 
ample evidences of support, the fight on Cannonism would have 
died a-borning.

No one can be or has been more emphatic than The Constitution 
in insisting that oleomargarine be branded as such so that the con 
sumer may not possibly buy under a misapprehension. That end 
is ta be gained, not by taxing oleomargarine out of existence, but 
by enforcing against its fraudulent sale, as butter, penalties that 
could very readily be made to protect the public against imposition. 

To say that it is just to place a prohibitory tax upon all manu- 
facturers of colored oleomargarine because some of them may 
impose upon the public their product as butter, is to say that a con- 
fiscatory tax should be levied upon all manufacturers of pickles, for 
instance, because a few had chemically colored their product, or a 
confiscatory tax upon other food products because a few manufac- 
turers of them had violated the pure food laws. 

That is the unsound and fundamentally unjust attitude the

Fines, prosecutions, imprisonments and other correctives should 
be leveled at violators of the misbranding of. oleo, as at any other 
pure food law violator. 

But the statute that, under the farcical guise of protecting the 
public, prevents that public from buying any healthy, pure food 
product at a fair price, is founded on neither justice, reason nor 
equity.

THE STANDARD OIL CASE. 


What is generally conceded to be one of the most important 
cases appealed to the court of last resort since the early days of 
the republic, when the great charter of the nation was being 
interpreted and the respective powers of the states and Federal 
government were being defined, has just been presented to the 
Supreme Court of the United States. 

On that decision the continuance of the present organization 
of the vast Standard Oil Company will depend. If the decision of 
the lower Federal courts is sustained the corporation must be 
resolved again into its component parts, and cease from being a 
combination in restraint of trade. 

The supreme court has no alternative but to decide the case 
under the law. If the Sherman anti-trust law is constitutional. and 
the government proves its case in the minds of the venerable 
justices, the vast compact organization of the Standard Oil Company, 
which is a marvel in this day of business organization, will soon 
be a thing of the past. 

If the decision of the lower court is reversed, organization and 
combination will continue ad infinitum. ) 

The final decision and the final judgment must consider and 
answer the indictment brought by Frank B. Kellogg against the 
company : 

“(Give the trusts the power to combine, the power to cut prices, 
and the trusts of this country will control every industry in ten 
years—in five.” declared Mr. Kellogg. “Remove the fear of the 
law and they will do it. It is only one step from uniyersal combina- 
tion to universal socialism—and from that only one step to universal 
anarchy.” 

The language is strong, but Mr. Kellogg is not a sensationalist, 
and his study of the case has been exhaustive. 

The popular favor that has met the decrease in the price of 
the commédédity controlled by this great corporation, and the 
sympathy aroused by the nicely-timed offer of Rockefeller millions 
to charity, cannot divert the court, through sympathy, to decide 
contrary to the letter and intent of the law. 

The question goes to the very foundation of modern business

OLD WORLD COURT GOSSIP

De Mauny-Talvande, whose financial 
affairs are now engaging the atten- 
tion of the English courts, will be re- 
membered in this country as a draw- 
ing room lecturer, who during his stay 
in America picked up quite a little 
money by giving talks on French 
chateaux and chateau life. Rather 
good-looking, he subsequently man- 
aged to secure the hand of Lady Mary 
Byng, who had been one of the maids 
of honor to the queen, and who is a. 
daughter of the late Earl of Strafford. 

Tt was gaild at the time that her mar- 
riage was largely due to her hos- 
tility to her father’s marriage to the 
former Miss Cora Smith, of New Or- 
leans, widow of Samuel Colgate, of 
New York. This was given, at any 
rate, as the explanation of Lady Mary's 
throwing herself away upon young de 
Mauny-Talvande, who had no birth, 
Social position or fortune to speak of. 
whereas Lady Mary was very good- 
looking, accomplished, and popular, 
and might easily have made a far bet- 
ter match. 

From the first they had a great dea! 
of difficulty in making both ends meet, 
and were In quite straited circumstan- 
ces, and eventually leased from the 
Marquis de Biencourt the historic 
Chateau of Azay le Rideau. De Mauny- 
Talvande therevpon attempted to start 
there an Engl'sh boarding school, re- 
lying on hig wife's relations, friends 
and acquaintance to help the scheme 
along, and describing the chateau in 
the circulars which he sent out as bis 
arcestral home. 

Scheme Came to Grief. 

Notwithstanding the attractions held 
out to English parents of having 
their boys acquire a knowledge of 
French in a grand old French chateau, 
under the care and auspices of an Eng- 
lish earl’'s daughter who had been a 
maid of honor of Queen Victoria, the 
scheme came to grief; partly through 
the lack of pupils and partly through 
troubles with the landlord, the Mar- 
quis de Biencourt, who complained of 
misrepresentation, and that he had 
never dreamt of renting out Azay le 
Rideau for a boarding school. 

I mey add that popular sentiment 
in France was altogether against tne 
acheme, and that The Journal des 
Debats, which is the most careful 
and soberily-written of all the Paris- 
fan newspapers, the French counter- 
part, indeed, in weight and influence of 
The London Times,” assailed Mauny- 
Talvande as a “vulgarie Harchand de 
soupe,” which may be translated as a 
“hash-house keeper,” while the gentry 
and nobility of the district in which 
the chateau was situated, subjected not 
orly Mauny-Talvande, but also his 
wife, to the most severe ostracism. 
After that, Lady Mary and her French 
husband took up their residence in 
England, where he adopted the ttile 
count, and lately thev have heen 
living in a small house near Salisbury, 
the count dabbling itn ventures in Lon- 
don which have apparentiv brought 
him to grief. : 

Last Resting Place of Cortes. 

Francis A. MacNutt, former Amert- 
can charge d’affaires at Madrid, has 
such a world-wide reputation as a 
writer on early Spanish-American his- 
tory. and as the editor of the letters 
of Cortez, that it is surprising to find 
in his story of Cortez, and of the lat- 
ter’s conquest of Mexico, just publish- 
ed by Putnams, a remark to the ef- 
fect that mystery still exists with re- 
gard to the last resting place of the 
great Conquistador. For whatever 
mystery there was, has been dispelled 
by the recent discovery of the remains 
of Cortez in the Church of Jesus. at 
Mexico City, enclosed in a double cas- 
ket, of wood and of iead, richly 
adorned with beautifully chiseled sil- 
ver mountings, the remains themselves 
being enve'’oped in the finest cambrics 
and the most costly laces, the sku!! 
being of altogether amazing smal!- 
ness. : 

The remains were found in the im- 
mediate neighborhood of the high al- 
tar. on the gospel side of the latter. 
where were replaced in 1827 by 
the c'ergy in charge of this church, 
founded by Cortez at the instance of 
the Marquis del Valle de Oaxaca. the 
principal descendant of the Conquista- 


of 


the, 


dor, and the recognized chief of the 
latter’s family. A record was made 
at the time of the interment, copies of 
which were retained by the chapter of 
the church, and by the marquis. Those 
of the church seem to have been lost, 
while those of the marquis, which had 
been misilaid, were recovered by mere 
chance a year ago, and were of great 
assistance in determining the question 
of the locality of the tomb of Cortez, 
and in disproving the story according 
to which his body had been removea 
by his family to Europe, that is, to 
Palermo, at the time of the Mexican war 
of independence, in the early part of 


the nineteenth century. 


Wanderings of Cortes. 

The wanderings of the great Spanish 
explorer did not ‘terminate with his 
demise. He died, it may be recalled, 
in Spain, in 1547, at Castilieja de lia 
Cuesta, and as he had expressed the 
desire to rest in the new world, his 
body was temporarily placed in the 
mausoleum of the dukes of Medina 
Sidonia, whence it was removed several 
years afterwards, and conveyed across 
the Atlantic to Mexico, and entombed 
In the Church of San Francisco, at 
Taxacuro. Fifty years later the re- 
mains were removed to the Church of 
San Francisco, in the City of Mexico: 
and again, about 100 years afterwards, 
namely, in 1794, the Spanish viceroy, 
Revillagigedo, caused the remains to 
be removed to the Church of Jesus, 
and to be placed in a pyramidical mau- 
soleum which he had constructed for 
their reception. In 1823, when the 
war of independence was at its height, 
the Mexican populace announced its 
intention of destroying the tomb of 
Cortez, in ‘whom the Mexicans pro- 
fessed to see the founder and repre- 
sentative of Spanish despotism and 
tyranny. The body, fortunately, was 
removed in time and hidden away by 
the clergy, and the mob had to con- 
tent itself with wrecking the mauso- 
leum and in burning the banner and 
the escutcheon with which it Was 
adorned. The remains were concealed 
in the vaults of the church, and it 
Was only after things had quieted 
down a little that they were secretly 
reentombed; not in the former place, 
but near the high altar beneath the 
floor. without anything on the latter 
to indicate the remains that lay below.

But Past Week Stocks 
Showed UpwardTrend. 


Causes of Dullness. 


By Ralph Emerson. 

New York, March 19.—(Special.)— 
Although this was a dull week in the 
stock market, the trend was generally 
upward. There came a rift in the 
clouds of labor troubles, but simu!l- 
taneous with this burst of optimism 
a new series of plagues beset the mar- 
ket. 

The political situation is being keen- 
ly watched from Wall street and there 
fs more than simple curiosity in the 
interest -displayed in insurgent war- 
fare in congress. It has come to be 
@ common belief that the regulars— 
the old guard republicans—stand for a 
set of principles favorable to capital. 
Hence the perturbation over the 
Washington struggle. 

The range of the stock market in 
the past five days has been narrow’ 
and almost wholly professional. This 
has been offset, to a great extent, by 
the semblance of a broad investment 
in the bond market. Wall street looks 
with an anxious eye to Washington 
for several reasons, and not the least 
of these is the feeling of uncertainty 
over supreme court action on three 
trust cases. The present week saw 
the arguments all in on the govern- 
ment action to dissolve the Standard 
Ot] Company and at the same time it 
Saw a continuation of the legal war- 
fare before this august. tribunal 
against the federal law levying 1 per 
cent upon the income of corporations. 
The decision im the government case, 
the so-called tobacco trust, was eager. 
ly looked for. There are three cases, 
any one vf which furnishes sufficient 
ground for good market effect. 


The Labor Situation. 


Except the coal situation, the labor 
eutiook has materially cleared. The 
good effect of this clartfication was 
demonstrated yesterday. There 
were statements and develop- 
ments {n the“stee!l and railroad fields 
this week which had their good ef- 
fect. Although this effect may be off- 
set at the present time by adverse in- 
fluences, it will be extended for some 
time. I might cite as the most po- 
tential of these the statement of the 
United States Steel Corporaion, which 
showed an increase_in the gross earn- 
Ings for 1909 of $164,000.000 over 1908. 
Just consider this supendous sum for 
&a moment. 
that even the size of this 
represents a cum sufficient to justify 
a gread lump of earnings. But when 
we look at the topmost figure—-the 
figure representing the full earings 


last year—we get the full impression 
of this gigantic corporation’s capacity. 
In 1907 the steel trust earned $646,- 
882,251—-more than the size of a king’s 
ransom. The steel trust is truly the 
barometer of the nation’s prosperity, 
and when we think that its heads are 
predicting even greater earnings for 
this year, it is not necessary to gO 
ee for a cheerful prognostica- 
n. 
"The steel situation generally has 
fmproved in the past six days in both 
the nethern and southern fields. This 
is attributed to the better weather 
conditions and to the action 
railroads itn placing their antidated 
spring orders at this time. As I pre- 
dicted one week ago, the Bank of Eng-

Currency Movement. 


So far as New York is concerned the 
currency movement this week was fa- 
vorable. The returns of the currency 
operations complied at the close of the 
day’s business yesterday indicated 4 
gain of $504,000 on the week's money 
movement for the New York banks. On 
the regular account with the United 
States subtreasury this week there was 
a net loss of almost $2,000,000. The 
statistics show that $6,6]4,000 was re- 
ceived from interior banks, while 
$4,301,000 was shipped into the interior 
from this center. ' 

Before touching the various phases 
of the railroad conditions, it is per- 
tinent to recall one report that grew 
current this week which, if it had 
been true, would have had a tremend- 


ous influence upon industrial ffelds. 
This report came from Pittsburg and 
it told of an amalgamation of the 
Westinghouse tnterests with the Gen- 
eral Electric interests. It so hap- 
pened that an official of an underly- 
{ng corporation was in New York at 
the time the story was printed. In 
conversation with him I asked him as 
to its truth, and he replied: 

“It makes a pretty good newspaper 
story, doesn’t it? But it would mean a 
better one if it were true.” 


With the Railroads. 

We are passing the time of year 
when raflroad dividends speak of im- 
proved conditions, but there are al- 
ways developments which are as truth- 
ful as dividends. The Chesapeake and 
Ohio, the nucleus of the Hawley lines, 
is to issue $37,000,000 worth of bonds 
late this month. The Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul will soon place 
$7,500,000 worth of orders for equip- 
ment. The Chicago and Alton has be- 
gun the expenditure of $2,500,000 on 
traffic improvements. The statement 
of the Texas and Pacific line this week 
showed a gross increase in earnings 
of $1,043,000 The Great Northern, 
Northern Pacific and other northwest- 
ern lines have announced plans which 
call for the expenditure of $10,000,000 
in the Minneapolis and St. Paul dis- 
tricts. The announcements are elo- 
quent in thelr indications. 

There were two interesting pleces 
of news which were made public this 
week. One was that the Harriman 
lines would henceforth be character- 
ized by greater conservatism than was 
known during the life of their founder, 
and the other plece related to inroads 
being made by James J. Hill into Har- 
riman territory. By traffic agree- 
ments Mr. Hill is gradually eating into 
the Oregon and Washington field, 
was once held exclusively by 
the Harriman interests. 

The Baitimore and Ohio's current 
operations promise several distinct 
results. First, the greatest 
gross in its history; second, the heavi- 
maintenance; third, the lowest 
transportation ratio, and, fourth, a 
larger surplus. 

There is not much change in the un- 
certain copper situation. The foreign 
visible supply of copper has begun 
During the first two weeks 


supply was 1,635,200 pounds. This 
means that from now on the foreign 
demand will tncrease. 

James A. Patten arrived here this 
week, but his affairs reflect more in 
the cotton market than anywhere else. 
Believe me, Mr. Patten is not out of 
the game. 

There is no diminution in the output 
of new bonds. In the first quarter of 
this year I estimate the output of 
new bonds to be in the neighborhood 
of $325,000,000.

Price Movement During 
the Past Week Was 
a Fickle One. 


‘New York, March 19.—(Special.)— 
Trade conditions in tne local cotton 
oil market have undergone little ma- 
terial change during the past week. 
Price movements have been character- 
ized by irregularity and developments 
have been such as to create an uncer- 
tain feeling in the general trade. On 
one side there has been a strong crude 
oil market and high-priced lard, and 
on the other a consuming demand re- 
stricted almost entirely to the com- 
pound producers. The large refining 
interests have taken a hand in opera- 
tions on both sides of the market, and 
it was difficult to aecertain the exact 
views of these interets. The impres- 
sion seemed to be that refiners were 
endeavoring to establish a low price 
level, although it was admitted that 
most of the selling had been done un- 
der cover. 

Early in the week, the market de- 
veloped considerable activity. On Mon- 
day, transactions involved over 22,000 
barrels, and prices advanced sharply 
in all positions. The movement was 
brought about by rumors of improved 
export inquiries and later it was dis- 
covered that 10,000 barrels of butter 
oll had actually been taken for Rotter- 
dam. On Tuesday, the lard market suf- 
fered a serious decline and oil values 
reacted in sympathy. The fickle move- 
ment of oil prices disgusted many 
traders who had regained confidence 
on the long side and later in the week 
these operators sold freely on any dis- 
play of strength. 

Conservative commission 
while continuing bullish for a long 
pull, described the situation as de- 
cidedly uncertain, and many were un- 
able to express any opinions bearing 
on the immediate course of values. It 
is claimed that powerful speculative 
interests are involved on both sides, 
but trade opinions seem to agree that 
the long account is the most extensive. 
The feeling appears to be gaining 
ground that, unless the consuming de- 
mand picks up during the next few 
weeks, liquidation will be in order, 
especially in the May delivery. which 
has been a favorite for speculative 
buying. ° 

The reactionary tendency of lard 

rices. in the face of record hog values, 
as created a conesrvative'§§ attitude 
among consumers. Even in compound 
lard, buyers manifested a disposition 
to “make haste siowly,” and sales 
have been restricted to the limits of 
actual requirements. Deliveries against 
old contracts, however, have been go- 
ing ahead in good shape, and thg dis- 
tribution so far this month its said to 
involve satisfactory proportions. Many 
of the compound makers, and also the 
margarine producers, are covered by 
these previous agreements, and more 
ofl is passing into consumption than 
market operations appear to indicate. 

Receipts have continued light and 
spot offerings have remained moderate 
with prices firm. Supplies are kept at 
a comparatively low degree by the ex-

Sales 
while individually small. have shown 
an increase in the aggregate over those 
of the previous week. In the early 
trading twenty tanks of April were 
disposed of at 49c, which was the high- 
est price reported for an actual] sale 
Scattered tanks of March have brought 
from 47% to 48c, according to loca. 
tion and seller. It was stated that the 
advance of the season has left supplies 
of real ofl in comparatively few hands 
and that holders would soon be able to 
ascertain the amount of crude left to 
be marketed. Crude oil closed at prices 
ranging from 48 to 49c. the inside fig- 
ures being for March delivery.

New Orleans, Maroh 18—The net re- 
sults of the week in the cotton mar- 
ket are an advance of 1 to 3 polrztts on 
the old orop monthe and an advance of 
24 to*%27 points on the new.

So far as 
could be learned, the leading bulls still 
held all of their old crop contracts. 
Patten’s movements were eagerly 
watched. He returned to this side 
Friday, and on Saturday he was 
charged with unloading 10,000 bales of 
May in the New York market. This 
rumor was quickly denied, but it af- 
feeted prices to some extent. 

The weather of the week hardly fa- 
vored either side. In the western

The chief bearish arguments used 
were that the weather and soil condl- 
tions in the central and western s60- 
tions of the belt were ideal and that 
what would be lost in the western belt 
would be regained elsewhere. On 
the week-end statistics, showing mill 
takings for the week of 204,000 bales, 
an.™~inst 289,000 this week last year and 
255,000 two years ago, were used to 
encourage si@rt selling, as were re- 
ports from Chicago that the princi- 
pal dry goods house there had cut 
prices on cotton goods 10 per cent.

The Financier will say: 

“The statement of the weekly aver- 
ages of the New York clearing house 
and the statement of actual conditions 
of the banks as made at the close of 
the week ending March 19 shawed 
very wide and almost irreconcillable 
differences. The atatement of averages 
is simply what its name indicates, that 
is, the average business and changes 
of the week, while the statement of 
actual conditions is based on the fig- 
ures submitted by the different banks 
to the clearing house as of Saturday. 
In the statement of averages, the 
changes were unimportant, the result 
indicating an increase of $557,325 in 
surplus reserve, that item standing at 
$9,449,425. The actual condition state- 
ment, however, disclosed a decrease of 
$20,951,500 in loans, an increase of 
$2,000,000 in cash and a decrease of 
$20,811,400 in deposits. The gain in 
cash and the lessened reserve require- 
ments on deposit accounted for an 
increase of $7,225,450 in surplus re- 
serve, bringing that item up to $14, 
949,680, or about double what was re- 
ported in the previous week. The sud- 
den decrease in loans is to be attrib- 
uted to spectal financial and bond oper 
ations of the week, and ‘the greater 
part of the decrease to be traced to 
the operations of two or three of the 
largest banks.

Rumors of Rain i in West Texas 
and Liquidation Caused 
the Decline. 


New York, March 19.—‘TFhe cotton 
market failed to respond to better ca- 
bles than expected at the opening to- 
day and later weakened under realiz- 
ing and rumors of rain in west Texas, 
with the close easy at a net decline 
of €@11 points.

Chicago, March 19,—Wheat prices 
responded readily to weather reports 
today, declining on early newsof rains 
in the southwestern wheat country 
and rallying until eontradictory state- 
ments came to the fore. May closed

tlon governed the carn pit much of 
the day, week-end covering giving a 
firm tone to the close and much the 
same process was covered in the oats 
pit.

Marion, Ark., March 19.—<According 
to the verdict of the coroner's jury, 
Bob Austin and Charley Richardson.

Augusta, Ga., March 19.—(Spectal.)-— 
The proposal to change to Eastern 
time in Atlanta is attracting attention 
all over the state, and in Augusta 
there have been many to comment 
upon it, 

Augusta has been using the Eastern 
time ever.since our forefathers left 
the old “‘sun time.” The Hastern, or 


“fast time,” as it is generally termed, 


has worked so Satisfactorily here, that 
any attempt to change the time would 
meet with the strongest sort of a kick 
from both business and professional 
people. 

From Servant Standpoint. 

From a standpoint of handling the 
servants it works fine. The house ger- 
vants report to work from 6 t 7 
O'clock in the morning, and under the 
Atlanta time, they would be getting on 
the job at 6 to 6 o'clock. It sounds bet- 
ter to the servant to say that “you 
needn't come in the morning until 7 
o'clock,” for they feel then like they 
are getting to work at a late hour. 

On Sundays the Sunday schools open 
9:30 to 10 o'clock, Eastern time, or 8:30 
to 9 o'clock, Central time. This gives 
plenty of time for the servants to get 
to their work, and have the children 
ready for the Sabbath schools. 

From the standpoint of the contrac- 
tors, they claim they are able to han- 
die their labor much better on the 
Eastern time schedule. For instance, 
ten hours is the day's work here. The 
men come cn at 7 o'clock, Hastern time, 
or 6 o'clock Central time, work until 
12 o'clock, take an hour for dinner, go 
back to work at 1 o'clock and quit 
for the day at 6 o'clock in the after- 
noon. During the. summer the work- 
man has plenty of time to get to the 
job In the morning and knock off in 
the afternoon long before sundown. 
The hours are most satisfactory to 
both employer and emplovee. 

The Opening Hours. 

The street cars run from 5:30 a. m. 
to 1 o'clock at night, all Fastern time. 
The main business, retail houses, open 
at 8 a. m. and close at 6 p. m., while 
the wholesale houses are open at 7 
a. m. and close at 6 p. m. The dray- 
men are at work by 7:30 o'clock in 
the morning. 

The banks are open from 9 to 
o'clock, and these hours have been 
found to be perfectly satisfactory to 
all concerned.

HOW DEMOCRATS. REGULARS

Washington, March 19.—Democrats 


‘tonight described the victory as one 


tending toward good government and 
as a harbinger of democratic success 
in the next national election.

The house is left with a coherent re- 
publican majority, which will enable 
us to pass the legislation that Presi- 
dent Taft has been urging upon con- 
gress.’ 

Statement by Champ Clark. 

Minority Leader Champ Clark issued 
the following: 

“The great victory of the democrats, 
aided by the insurgent republicans, in 
changing the number of the commit- 
tee on rules and in changing the mode 
of selection, and, above all, by ex- 
cluding the speaker from the me,:.ber- 
ship thereof, is a victory in the cause 
of good government.

CANNON'S OFFER 
10 ABDICATE 


Last Defi of “Uncle Joe” 
to His Foes. 


Saying He Was Conscious of 
Having Done No Wrong, He 
Told House He Would Enter- 
tain Motion Declaring Speak- 
ership to Be Vacant. 


Washington, March 19.—Probably 
the most dramatic incident of the day 
came when, after the adoption of the 
Norms resolution taking the rules com- 
mittee away from the speaker, Mr. 
Cannon offered to entertain a motion 


for his deposition. 

“T move the house do now adjourn,” 
shouted Mr. Norris, of Nebraska, as 
soon as the vote on his resolution had 
had been declared by the speaker. 

Amid great confusion the calm voice 
of Speaker Cannon was heard. 

“The speaker,” he said in tones that 
suggested the asking of a favor, “asks 
the indulgence of the house for not 
to exceed three minutes to make a 


statement.” 

Silence was restored by this request 
more quickly than it ever had been 
restored by the gavel of the speaker. 

Cannon’s Offer to Abdicate. 

The house was breathless and the 
speaker began his statement. 

The speaker said: 

“Gentlemen of the House of Repre- 


sentatives: 

“Actions, not words, determine the 
conduct and the sincerity of men in| 
the affairs of life. This is a govern- | 
ment by the pecple acting through the} 
representatives of a majority of the 
people. Results cannot be had except 
by a majority, and in the house of 
representatives a majority, being re- 
sponsible, should have full power and |, 
should exercise that power, otherwise 
the majority is inefficient and does not) 
perform its function. 

‘The office of the minority is to put | 
the majority on its good behavior, ad- | 
vocating in good faith. the policies | 
which it professes, ever ready to take) 
advantage of the mistakes of the ma- 
iority party and appeal to the country | 
for its vindication. 

“From time to time heretofore, the | 
majority has become the minority, as 
in the present case, and from time to! 
time hereafter the majority will be- | 
come the minority. The country be- | 
lleves that the republican party has a. 
majority of forty-four in the house of 
representative to this time, yet such | 
is not the case. 

Loyal to His Party. 

“The present speaker of the house | 
has, to the best of his ability and judeg- | 
ment, cooperated with the republican 
party, and so far in the history of this | 
congress, the republican party in the!

BOYCOTT SOUTHERN

Athens, Ga.,. March 19.—(Special.)— 
The Athens chamber of commerce, and 
through it the most prominent Athens 
shippers, have thrown down the gage 
of battle to the Southern railway, and 
War has been declared beween them. 
This is the result of the chamber of 
commerce meeting last night at the 
city hall, when many prominent citi- 
zens heard the report of. the union 
Station committee and expressed: tneir 
opinions on the situation and the rem- 
edyv needed. 

The city and chamber of commerce 
have been seeking the union passenger 
Station for over a year, and that more 
than one of the railroads have been 
blocking the movement steadily, the 
Southern being the greatest offender. 

Practically every shipper of the city 
will enter the movement to persuade 
the southern that it is to its inter- 
est to assist the city In its plans, and 
unless the corporation shows a decided 
change of front, to boycott the road, 
so far as freight traffic is concerned 

lready the movement has been 
given weight by the prominent ship- 
pers discontinuing their trade with 
the Southern, and since September of 
1909 the freight receipts of the road 
have been cut down some $75.000, ac- 
cording to unofficial statements. 

There have been numberless in 
Stances of trade and union boycotts 
but this is the first instance of the 
citizens of a city the size of Athens 
deliberately curtailing their traffic 
with a railroad to bring the corpora- 
tion to terms, and the outcome of the 
affair is being watched with deep in- 
terest.

Judge Charlton Loses in 
Supreme Court. 


Clash Between State and Fed- 
eral Courts Over Receiver for 
the Electric Supply Company 
Reviewed in Opimion of the 
Supreme Court. 


According to a decision handed down 
by the supreme court yesterday, Judge 
Charlton, of the superior court of 
Chatham county, will be required to 
instruct the receiver of the Electric 


Supply Company, who he appointed, to” 


turn over the assets of the concern to 
the receiver appointed by Judge 
Emory Speer, of the United States. 
court at Macon. 

Some months ago the Electric Sup- 
ply Company applied to Judge Char!l- 
ton for permission to surrender its 
charter and go out of business, and 
pending the adjudication of the matter 
he appointed W. V. Davis receiver for 
the company. 

A few weeks later certain creditors 
filed an involuntary petition in bank- 
ruptcy against the company. Judge 
Speer appointed George F. White re- 
ceiver and directed him to apply to 
Tudge Chariton for an order requir- 
ing Receiver Davis to turn over the 
assets of the concern to Receiver 
White. 

Then the two courts locked horns. 
Judge Charlton declined to issue the 
order, and to settle the matter, the two 


| judges agreed to submit it to the su- 


preme court. 

The higher court says: 

“If, acting within the jurisdiction 
conferred by the bankruptcy act, the 
court of bankruptcy appoints a re- 
ceiver. this court has no jurisdiction 
to review such appointment and pass 
upon the wisdom, expediency or pro- 
priety thereof. If parties in interest 
are of the opinion that the appoint- 
ment was improvidently made, the 
remedy is by motion to vacate or other 
appropriate proceedings in the federal 
courts.”

Twelve years 
however, elapsed before he finished th: 
oratcrio and wrote upon it In Latin,

the Parisians. 

In “The Redemption” Gounod combines 
o'd and new methods. He follows 
Bach in the use of the narrator anda 
the chorale which he treats in an in- 
spired fashion. He also employs orm: 
Wagnerian leitmotif, the beautifu 
phrase expressing the redeeming lov: 
of tne Savior, and this, with the ut- 
most effectiveness. The chorales rep- 
resent the sentiments of the church 
and the choruses those of the crowd, 

“Th Redemption” is one of the best 
of modern oratorios; expressing as it 
does in music both majestic and melo- 
dious the deep, warm color of religious 
fervor, it appeals as strongly to the 
emotions as to the Intellect, and in 
giving us this masterpiece of sacred 
music, Gounod has added to the world’s 
best composition a tone-picture s0 
beautiful in its harmony and So pro- 
found in sentiment that fot ages it will 
arouse the sincerest sympathy of all 
who near it. The divisions of the work 
are 

Prologue, The Creation; part I, Cal- 
vary; part IJ, From the Resurrection; 
to the Ascension; part Il, The Pente- 
cost. 

In the Prologue there is (1) an in- 
strumental introduction, representing 
chaos; (2) the promise of a Redeemer 
made by the celectial chotlr. 

In Part I “The March to Calvary” 
a marvelous combination of the bru- 
tality .of the pagan force dragging 
Jesus to execution (instrumental) wii. 
Christian compassion (chorus). 

In Part II are found two of the most 
beautiful portions of the work—-the 
female trio “The Lord; He Is Risen 
Again” and the soprano solo and cho- 
rus “From Thy Loveasa Father.’ This 
part culminates in the immortal cho- 
rus “Unfold, Ye Portals Everlasting.” 

“Part IIL begins with a delightful 
instrumental prelude leading to the 
chorus ‘Lovely Appear Over t he 
Mountains,’ followed by asoprano solo 
“Over the Barren Waste,’ in which the 
prophecy of millennium is con- 
tained.

In 
1857, when Brunswick was on 
boom, he tntroduced the use of kero- 
gene ol] in that city. His was the 
first drug store ever established in 
Brunswick. 
in use In that city doing good service, 
this lamp was sold by Dr. Massey to 
John C. Moore in the fall of 1857. 

An Old Landmark.

“His business proving not as satis- | 


looked for, Dr. 
transferred it to the city 
Atianta in January, 1859. Here he 
started business in partnership with 
Dr. W. A. Lansdell, then of Greens- 
boro, under the firm name of Massey 
& Lansdell, Whitehall street, three 
doors south of Beach & Root’s store. 

“At that time Atlanta was quite pro- 
vincial, far behind in a great many 
things. No kerosene oil had ever been 
sold or used in the place. Im the first 
of the year the firm bought a lot of 
five barrels of kerosene and attempted 
to tntroduce it. It is a fact that this 
five-barrel lot was the whole amount 
in the place of some eight to ten 
thousand people. 

“Yet, when the firm took stock one 
year afterwards, there was still on 
hand all but about 60 gallons of this 
oll. That, too, in spite of personal ef- 
forts on the part of the firm and liberal 
advertising in The Dally Intelligencer, 
then the only daily paper in north 
Georgia. The doctor recalls that his 
ad. often stated that kerosene oil 
would ‘furnish a better and cheaper 
light than pine knots.’ 

Gave Them Oil and Lamps. 

I also made a present of a lamp and 
a gallon of kerosene to each of five 
prominent gentlemen of the city. I 
asked them to make a test of it and 
report the results, giving them two 
weeks to do so. They were General 
Alfred Austell, the Banker; Colonel! A. 
Gaulden, of The Intelligencer; Colonel 
Ware, of the Macon and Western Rall- 
road; Judge Julius Hayden, leading 
capitalist, and A. B. Forsyth, cotton 
merchant. Long before the two weeks 
were out they came back returning the 
cans and oil, making a report:

“The oil filled the room with a bad 
odor and smoked the chimneys. In 
fact, it was a dangerous nuisance, 
anyway.” 

This report of the test became gen- 
erally known and kerosene in Atlan. 
ta was for a long time given “a black 
eye.” At this time no coal oll, known 
as such, was on the market. Kerosene 
oil was sold under a patent by Austin 
Brothers, of Baltimore. 

In other places tn the state kero- 
sene brought readily a dollar per gal- 
lon; here Massey & Lansdell could not 
dispose of it “either for love or 
money.” When coal oil came upon 
the market it soon reduced the price 
of kerosene to 50 cents a gallon.

Soon after this the civil war came 
on and trade in every particular be- 
came very much disjointed, especially 
when the blockade was established, 
and the southern states could get no 
more goods, not only from the north, 
but from the whole outside world.

Our 
firm at once negotiated with the Mem- 
phis cotton seed oil mills for large 
quantities of their output. Thereby 
mixing the cotton seed and the kero- 
sene, we were enabled to furnish ma- 
chine oil to many factories through- 
out the whole south in quantities of 
10 to 20 barrels at a time. 

Did Busines, With Colonel Lowry. 

About this time Col, Robert J. Low- 
ry’s family left east Tennessee and 
located in Atlanta. At that time he 
was @ young man, just commencing 
business, and through him we were 
enabled to furnish many factories, 
machine shops and tanneries in east 
Tennessee with our goods’ At that 
time Col, Robert J. Lowry had a wide- 
world reputation as a banker and 
financier. He !s at present president 
of the Lowry National Banking Com- 
pany, a $2,000,000 concern. 
is about one-half century old, and has 
had uninterrupted success. 

Up to this time our landlord, who 
had been exacting of us the enormous 
sum (at that time) of $40 per month, 
went up to $50. We considered this 
Outrageous and removed oty estab- 
lishment to a house “two doors north 
of Beach & Root’s store, Whitehall 
street, Atlanta, Ga.” Today this $40 
house readily brings about $400 per 
mcnth.

“Soon after the late civil war ended 
in 1865, the whole country was flood- 
ed with a cheap illuminating oll, high- 
ly charged with benzine.

Consequently 
explosions of iamps and burning of 
houses, often attended with paintul ac- 
cidents, were an almost daily occur- 
rence, these accidents sometimes fre- 
sulting in frightful lost of property 
and life. 

First Inspection of Olis. 

“In 1870 the Georgia legislature 
pased an act authorizing the appoint- 
ment of inspectors of commercial fer- 
tilizers at different points in the 
state. This was years before the state 
had any agricultural department. The 
law at first was very crude and im- 
perfect. Dr. Means was assigned as 
inspector at Savannah; Dr. Hankinson, 
to Augusta; Dr. Blackburn, to Macon, 
and Dr. Massey to Atlanta. Fully 
realizing the inadequacy of the law 
to meet the requiremé@nts for which it 
was designed, Governor Bullock call- 
ed these four gentiemen together to 
suggest plans for improving and per- 
fecting the service. At this meeting 
many suggestions were made and 
thoughts interchanged. Dr. Massey 
read a short paper suggesting the 
urgent importance and advisability of 
adding to the duties of the office of in- 
spector that of inspecting Kerosene oil. 
This suggestion was thoroughly dis- 
cussed and strongly indorsed, so much 
so that this body of gentlemen report- 
ed to Governor Bullock their wishes 
that he should, in his next message 
to the legislature, imcorporate a fre- 
quest of that time. This was the in- 
ception of the kerosene law feature 
under which the agricultural depart- 
ment of the state of Georgia has acted 
for the past quarter of a century or 
more. In hig message to the next leg- 
islature he strongly recommended the 
A resolution 
to that effect was introduced in the 
house of represertatives by the late 
Hon. Luther A. Glenn, at that time 
one of Fulton’s representatives. The 
passage of the law was hotly contest- 
ed by the oil men of several of the 
southern states. Money was freely 
spent to defeat its passage. Oil men 
from Savannah, New Orleans, Charles- 
ton and other important southern 
points. Some of our very best men 
were opposed to the measure, and much 
bitterness prevailed. By several mem- 
bers of the legislature, who made 
strong speeches in opposition to its 
passage, the measure was branded as 
‘high-handed, originating among the 
radicals, as an odious reconstruction 
measure, to oppress the honorable 
southern dealerp and enhance the in- 
come of the inspector.’ ”’ 

Stopped Accidents.

AND HOW TO CONTROL 


Article Issued by the Bureau 


of Entomology on How to 
Prepare Remedy. 


Washington, March 19.—(Special, )>— 
A most l!lluminating article on the 
control of the brown rot tn peaches 
and the plum curcullo, or worm-in-the- 
peach, has just been issued by the 
department of agriculture as circular 
136 of the bureau of entomology. The 
article was prepared by W. M. Scott, 
of the bureau of «plant industry, and 
A. L. Quaintance; of the bureau of 
entomology. 

cxperiments conducted at the Hale 
orchards in Fort Valley, Ga., in which 
a spray or arsenate of lead and self- 
boiled lime-sulphur mixture was tried, 
resulted in a crop practically free of 
brown rot and peach ree seab; and 
about three-fourths of the crop es- 
caped the ravages of the curculio. The 
yield from the sprayed trees was twice 
as large as from the trees not spray- 
ed.

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TRAILING 
A HERD OF ELEPHANTS 


Is Balked for Five Hours by the Wily Kongoni, 


Self- Appointed *‘Policeman of the Plains.

The Mount Elgon elephants have a 

very bad reputation. The district 1s 

remote from government protection, 
and for.vears the herds have been the 
prey of Swahili and Arab ivory hun- 
ters, as well as poachers of all sorts 
who have come over the Uganda bor- 
der or down from the savage Turkana 
and Suk countfieg on the north. As a 
natural consequence cf this unre- 
stricted poaching the herds have been 
hunted and harassed so much that most 
of the large bull elephants with big 
ivory have been killed, leaving for the 
greater part big herds of cows and 
young elephants made savage and 
vicious by their persecution. Elephant 
hunters who have conscientiously 
hunted the district bring in reperts of 
having seen herds of several hundred 
eiephants. most of which were cows 


ard calves, and of having seen no bulls 


large size. 

The government game license pe! 
mits the heider to kill two elephants, 
the ivory of each to be at least sixty 
pounds. This means a fairly large ele- 
phant and may be either a bull or a 
cow. The cow ivory, however, rarely 
reaches that weight, and consequently 
the bulls are the ones the hunters are 
after. and the ones that have gradu- 
ally been so greatly reduced in num- 
hers. The elephants of this district 
ream the slopes of the mountains, and 
often make long swinging trips out 
in the brvad stretches of the Gnas 
Nzgishu plateau to the eastwards, in all 
a district probably 50 miles wide by 
69 or 70 miles long. 

The hunters who invade this section 
usually march north from the railroad 
at a point near Victoria Nyanza, turn 
westward at a Ifttle settlement called 
sergoil, and continue in that direction 
until they reach the Nzoija river. Nat- 
urally these names wil! mean nothing 
to one not familiar with the country, 
but perhaps by saying that the trip 
means at least ten days of steadv 
marching in a remote and unsettled 
intry, far from sources of supplies, 
lI will be able to convey a faint idea 
of how hard it ig to reach the elephant 
country

Purpose of the Long Trip. 


Our purpose in making this long 
trip of ten weeks Or more was to try 
for black-maned lion on the high pla- 
teau and to elephants for the 
group that Mr. Akeley is preparing for 
the American Museum of Natural His- 
tory. The @overnment gave him a 
special permit to collect such ele- 
phants as he would require, two cows, 
a calf, a young bull, and, if possible, 
two large bulls. One or more of these 
were to be killed by Colonel Roosevelt 
and one by myself. It seemed promis- 
ing that the cows, calf and young bull 
could be gotten on Mount Elgon, but 
the likelihood of getting the big bulls 
was far from encouraging. Lieutenant 
(,overnor Jackson thought we might 
be successful if we directed our ef- 
forts to the southeastern slopes of the 
mountain and avoided the northeastern 
riopes along the River Turkwel, which 
had been hunted a good deal by sports- 
men and poachers. If: we were un- 
able to get the big bulls on Elgon it 
might be necessary to make a speciai 
trip into Uganda for them. However, 
we determined to try, and try we did, 
through eight weeks of hard work and 
wonderful experiences in that remote 
district. 

At Sergoi, the very outpost of crude 
civilization, we were warned not to go 
up the southern side of the mountain 
on account of the natives that live 
there. We were told that they were 
inclined to. be troublesome. We met 
Captain Ashton and Captain Black 
coming out after six weexKs on the 
northern slopes. They reported see- 
ing big herds, but mostly cows and 
calves At Sergoi we also received 
word from Colonel Roosevelt and at 
once marched to the Nzoia river, where 
we met him. 

During our march we saw no ele- 
phants. but as we neared the river 
there were fresh signs of elephant 
along the trail. It is strikingly in- 
dicative of the “Roosevelt luck” that

the morning we met him, 
the only elephant that he had seen in 
the district. and that within twenty- 
four hours from that time he had kill- 
ed three elephants and Kermit one. Of 
this number two cows killed by Colo- 
nel Roosevelt were satisfactory for the 
group, and also the calf killed by his 
son, Kermit. This left one young bull 
and two large bulls to be still secured, 
and to that end we addressed our ef- 
forts during the succeeding weeks.

Nine Days of Fruitliess Search. 


For nine days we hunted the Nzola 
river region, but without seeing an 
elephant. There were kongoni, zebra, 
topi, waterbuck, wart hogs, reed buck, 
oribi, eland and Uganda cob, but scour 
the country as we would, we saw no 
sign of elephant except the broad 
trails in the grass and the countless 
evidences that thev had been in the 
region some time before. The coun- 
try was beautiful and wholesome. 
There was lots of game for our table, 
from the most delicious grouse to the 
oribi, whose meat is the tenderest I 
have ever eaten. There were ducks 
and geese, and Kavirondo crane: and 
sometimes eland, as fine in flavor as 
that of the prize steer of the fat 
stock shew. Then there were reed 
buck and cob, both of avhich are very 
good to eat. So our tins of camp pie 
and kippered herring and ox tongue 
remained unopened and we lived as 
we never had before. 

When the day’s hunt was over the 
sun in a splendid effort painted such 
sublime sunsets above Mount Elgon 
as I had never dreamed of. And the 
music of hundreds of African birds 
along the river's edge greeted us with 
the cool, delightful dawn. Purely from 
an aesthetic standpoint, our days 
the Nzoia were ones never to be for- 
gotten, while from the standpoint of 
the man who loves to see wild game 
and doésn’t cure much about Killing 
it, the bright, clear days on the Nzoia 
were memorable unes. The Roosevelt 
party went its way back to civiliza- 
tion; the Spaniards, De la Huerta and 
the Duke of Penaranda, came and made 
a fiying trip up the mountafm for ele- 
phant, then returned and went their 
way. The young Baron’ Rothschild 
came on to the plateau for a couple 
of weeks and then disappeared. And 
still we lingerefl on, happy, healthy, 
and generally hungry.

saw the sensitive trunks feeling for 
tthe scene and saw the big ears mov- 
ing uneasily back and fortn. One 
large cow with a broken tusk facing 
us, vaguely conscious that danger lay 
in that direction. And then, by some 
code of signals known only to the 
elphant world, the greater number 
elephants moved off down the 
and up thé opposite slope Onlv the big. 
aggressive cow and four or five smaller 
animals remained behind as a rear 
guard. She stood as she had stood for 
some moments, gazing directly at 
and nervously waving her ears 
trunk.

Akeley climbed to the top of an ant 
hill and made some photographs show- 
ing the big cow and her companions 
in the neighboring nillside three dis- 
tinct groups of elepnants were in view. 
The latter were thoroughly alarmed 
and moved away very swiftly for some 
distance and then came to a pause. 
The big cow and her attendants then 
moved off, feeling that the retreat had 
been successfully effected. Once more 
we followed them and came up to 
them, and then once more We were 
flanked by a number of elephants that 
had previously disappeared over the 
hill. They had swung around and 
were returning directly toward where 
we stood, unsuspecting. 

We barely had time to fall back to 
some small bushes, where we waited 
while the flanking party approached. 
They came almost toward us, and when 
only about fifty feet away I ventured 
a photograph, feeling that if success- 
ful it would be the closest picture ever 
made of a herd of wild elephants. I 
used a verascope a small stereoscopic 
French machine whose “click” is ai- 
most noiseless. The elephants ad- 
vanced and we huddled together with 
rifles ready in the patch of bushes. It 
seemed a certainty that they would 
charwe and that if our bullets couid 
not turn them we would be complete- 
ly annihilated. But as yet there was 
no sign that they saw us, or, if they 
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slope

did. they 
motionless 
the scrub. 

At last, the foremost elephant, bare- 
lv 30 feet from us, came to the tral! 
in the grass by which we had retreat 
ed when we first saw them. The trunk 
sweening ahead of it as if feeling for 
the scent of danger, paused an instant 
as it reached the trail and then the 
animal drew back sharply as thougn 
stung Then it whirled about and 
the herd went crashing away through 
the sparse undergrowth. It was a 
time of the utmost nervous tension, 
and I don't believe the human system 
could undergo a prolonged strain of 
that severity. 

Kongonis Frustrate the Pian. 

During all this time we had not suc- 
ceeded in positively locating a bull e!l- 
ephant. Of all the. forty-four ele- 
phants that were visible at any one 
time there was not one that we could 
fee! safe in identifying as the ele- 
phant needed by the group. Three muvore 
times we stalked the herd to very 
close range, but they were now s0 rest- 
less that nothing could be ascertained. 
So finally we decided to get ahead of 
them and watch them as they passed 
us, but just as we had reached a point 
where they were approaching the two 
kongoni gave a shrill alarm and the 
entire herd made off in tremendous 
haste. Later, on our way back to 
camp, we came up with One group of 
six or seven but they seemed too an- 
gry and aggressive to take needless 
chances with, so we watched them a 
while and then left them behind. 

During all that day we were with 
the herd nearly five hours, five hours 
of intense nervous strain, during whicp 
time there was never a Moment when 
we were not in some danger of dis- 
covery. But in spite of the aggres- 
sive bearing of some of them at one 
time or anther, I had the feeling that 
the elephants would run away from us 
the instanr they definitely determined 
where we were. And it was while la- 
boring under this impression that JI 
met my second Mount Elgon herd of 
elephants and learned by bitter ex- 
perience that the impression was whol!l- 
ly false. But that is still another 
story, the story of being charged five 
times in one day by angry elephants, 
and how [I killed a bull elephant for 
the Akeley group.

They have 
epotted the whole country with pago- 
das; they to be found in every 
town and village and on almost every 
hill. There are monasteries every- 
where, and the country has more re- 
ligious monuments, perhaps, than any 
other of its size itn the world. A cen- 
sus taken some years ago showed that 
there are more than fifteen thousand 
monasteries, and that Burma had on 
the averege one for every ninety-three 
houses. At that time there were 90,000 
men in monasteries, or more than 
2 per cent of the whole population. 
The Monks of Burma. 

It must be remembered, however, 
{hat the personnel of the monastery t« 
constantly changing. Men come in and 
go out. Boys put on the yellow robe 
of the priesthood and lay it aside in 
order to marry. According to the faith, 
as taught here, every Buddhist man or 
boy must a monk before his soul 
can be born. Until then he is a beast, 
and. if he dies, is sure to be reborn in 
some filthy body in his next transm!- 
gration. 

When a boy enters a monastery he 
lays aside his good clothes and puts on 
a single sheet of rough yellow cotton 
His head is now shaved, and he goes 
forth to bez. No matter what his cir- 
cumstances may have been, while he ts 
in the monastery he must live upon the 
eifts of the people, and he goes fort!

Emperor William. When 
the bullet was removed from the body 
of the emperor it was discovered to 
be of silver. The emperor recovered: 
but it was claimed that the bullet 
would not have touched him at all had 
it been of lead or iron. 

Czar Nicholas has a ring that he is 
said to believe necessary to have al- 
ways about him. In its absence he 
will not move a step from the palace. 
The ring conteins what is supposed to 
be a small piece of the Holy Cross. The 
fact that when he was assassinated 
Nicholas’ grandfather had not the 
precious ring with him has enormous- 
ly strengthened his belief in its pro- 
tective virtues.

“The confederate army having lost 
some valuable time, by virtue of John- 
ston’s deference to Beauregard, ad- 
vanced in full battle array two miles 
church and Grant's line 
late Saturday, April 5. On Sunday 
morning, April 6, at 5 o'clock, in the 
year 1862, the confederates, General A. 
8S. Johnston commanding, surprised the 
federal army under Grant by an attack 
with what Grant supposed to be over- 
whelming odds. Grant’s choice of 
Pittsburg landing for a camp was most 
unwise. What w@s a safe pocket for 
quiet times, proved a death trap to 
his men, for there was no egress except 
through our lines, which he took for 
granted would be as innocuous as his 
own. Indeed, he says: ‘Up to the bat- 
tle of Shiloh I, as well as thousands 
of other citizens, believed that the re- 
belilon against the government would 
collapse suddenly and soon if a deci- 
sive victory could be gained over any 
of its armies. After such victories at 
Forts Henry and Donalson and the 
capture of Bowling Green and Colum- 
bus, Ky., of Clarksville and Nashville, 
Tenn., and the Tennessee and Cumber- 
land rivers secured, subjection seemed 
in sight. But when the confederate 
armies were again collected which 
held the line to the south and to the 
Atlantic and assumed the offensive and 
made such a gallant effort to r@ain 
what had been lost, then indeed | gave 
up all idea of saving the union except 
by- complete conquest.’ 

An Incomparable Leader. 

“Johnston realized every vantage 
point to be used, and events proved 
Fighting was 
the opening fire. Every 
private, fought as men 
love countrq, honor and

No pen, even when guided 
éye witness, can justly describe 
day's feats of vaivwr. The mettle of 
southern soldiering was fired by the 
noble leader along the line where the 
firing was hottest, where the fight- 
ing was thickest, and as they saw 
him riding hither and yon, horse ana 
rider both bleeding, though apparently 
unaware of it ,all felt, ‘Does he bear a 
charmed life? If Johnston can thus 
ride, thus fight. why not I?’. Our men 
realized that they were fighting not 
only Grant's army as it then faced 
them, but they were fighting to finish 
before the sétting sun, when night 
and Buell would come to his aid. 

“On a certain crest which possesed 
&reat matural advantages, well aided 
by hastily constructed defenses, were 
massed Wallace's, Prentiss’ and Hurl 
burt’s divisions. This post on the fed 
eral left center presented such pro- 
longed and obstinate resistance and 
threw out such a steady fire, that the 
confederates gave it the name ‘Hor- 
net’s Nest.’ To assail it our men ad- 
vanced across an open field, under un 
ceasing fire from the enemy. Brigade 
after brigade charged upon it. Here 
Hindman’'s ‘hitherto victorious band 
was mutilated and paralyzed for the 
remainder of the day. A. P. Stewart's 
regiment, Gibson's and others charged, 
recoiled in face of the fusillade of mus- 
Kketry and artillery.

Johnston, on his 
throuoghbred, rode down the line: 
‘Men, 1 will lead vou!’ To the thrilling 
tones of thelr commander's voice, un- 
der the compelling magic of his eye, 
forward they flashed, sweeping on over 
bodies of brother soldiers, transported 
with the ardor of self-immolation and 
the hope of gaining even in death the 
disputed ground. Browns-Stathain's 
brigades charged forward with a shout 
of certain victory. the crest belched 
forth flames and shot, and the assail- 
ants firing as they charged, knew no 
pause. 
Death of General Johnston. 
“Victory! The hard-fought crest is 
won! The enemy !s at flight! But, oh. 
the cost. Men and horses groan and 
die. while the survivors draw off to 
deeds of like valor on other parts of 
the field. This was the crisis this 
the turning point. By chance of war, 
Johnston passed without serious hurt 
through the thickest of the fight, but 
as the federal soldiers kept up a de- 
sultory fire in retreat a minnie ball 
from one of these carried off the man, 
who now beheld the late drooping Nag 
of his country, lifted through him to 
victory. General Johnston received a 
shot tn his knee and as he looked pale, 
Governor Harris. of Tennessee, said to 
him, ‘General, are you wounded? ‘Yes, 
and I fear seriously. He refused the 
attention of his physicians that his 
services might be given to some 


this bat- | 


soldiers about him. 
‘Who,’ he said, ‘were our enemies a 
moment ago, Our prisoners now. care 
for them.’ This ignoring of self cost 
him his \ife, the severed artery at the 
knee was neglected and the blood of 
the man on whose life depended the 
fortunes of the confederacy ebbed 
away while his physicians tended the 
fallen foe. Only one outpost was yet 
to be carried, and could have been ours 
with a 5-minute attack from the con- 
federate line expecting orders to that 
effect. Johnston's determination to 
capture Grant that day was lost sight 
of—-wnen Beauregard, now in com- 
mand, ordered the withdrawal! of the 
troops from further action and their 
encampment for the night on the wood- 
ed heights taken from the enemy. 

“Genera! Beauregard ill, judged from 
a distance of two miles back at Shiloh, 
wnen he saw only the wreckage of 
ing morning's troops surge backward, 
that the whole army was in like condi- 
tion, that it was frazzled out Had 
General Beauregard’s health permitted 
a persona! review, he would doubtless 
have concurred with Bragg and Polk 
and ovuhers in our immediate fight to 
the finish, and would have seen the 
necessity of Johnston's determination 
to capture Grant that day. 

“On the second day’s ba@ttle of Shi- 
ioh troops were withdrawn from the 
commanding positions they had striven 
for, the enemy quickly took possession, 
and turned the tide of victory. 

“Tne fortitude displayed was as 
great. the lives lost as Many, as on 
the day previous, but the god of bat- 
tles. said Napoleon. is on the side of 
the heavy -battalions. 

“Our loss in the two days was heavy, 
reaching 19,699. The world has known 
more determined fighting. no field 
more thickly strewn with the best 
blood the country. Life so dear 
was poured out without fear or falter.
